On these subjects, more than a thou­ 
sand speeches were delivered. 
To give you a further idea of the 
Jp.agnitude of the general problems of 
ed’jcation, perm it me to digress from 
the report proper to give you some 
significant and somewhat unrelated 
generalizations. 
The total annual cost of all educa­ 


ted made some distinct and construc­ 
tive contribution to educational prog­ 
ress. 
In the past, the speakers have 
presented material which had in it I 
little new investigation during the 
preceding months. 
But it was very 
evident at this convention‘th at inves­ 
tigators and adm inistrators had got- i 
ten a new hold on their problems and ’ 
had devised vigorous methods of solv- ’ 
ing them. 
The educational atmosphere which 
the City of Cleveland created for the ; 
convention was a big factor in mak- i 
ing it a great success. 
No m atter i 
where one attacked the life of the I 
city, he found Cleveland responding 
with splendid hospitality and service. 
We certainly were made to feel at

Cleveland. 
Everywhere 
could be seen the sign, “Welcome N.

The Municipal Auditorium 
aided materially in making the con­ 
vention one of the greatest ever held.

Steamer Wrecked on Breakwater 


Tile decrease in 1922 over 1921 is 
due to lower labor costs and some­ 
what less labor applied. 
The lower 
costs of labor are due to lower cash 
wages and more hours per laborer 
during the working period. The rainy 
spring rushed the ground preparation 
into a short period time, and caused 
farmers to perform the same field 
operations in less time, thus forcing 
longer hours in the case of both 
farmer and hired laborer. Horse labor 
is somewhat lower, due to a decrease 
in the cost of hay fed to work horses. 
It might be noted that the type of 
soil on the farms where this informa­ 
tion was secured, in the main, con­ 
sisted of brown silt loam. 
The full cost of the oats per bushel 
would be determined by adding to the 
acre cost of operating expenses the 
Interest on investment in the land and 
dividing by the yield of oats. 
Costs naturally vary on different 
farms due to the efficiency in use of 
labor, variations In other costs, the 
yield per acre, and the estimated value 
of the land upon which the Interest 
on the investment is figured.

Popularity of Beef Clubs 


Baby Beef club work gives promise 
of being quite popular among the boys 
and girls of the state. 
The enroll­ 
ment of 281 members for 1922 will 
likely be doubled or trebled for next 
year. 
Notwithstanding this probable 
growth, beef calf club work has riot 
yet reached the growth that the im­ 
portance of this industry justifies. 
There should De at least 1,000 boys 
and girls feeding beef calves in Illi­ 
nois. 
That this is not true is largely 
due to tile inactive part taken by 
tile breeders of beef cattle in promot­ 
ing their breeds. 
The swine breed­ 
ers, on the other hand, have seized 
the opportunity which club work of­ 
fers in tile promotion of their breeds, 
and as a result over 1,600 club mem­ 
bers are raising purebred gilt pigs, and 
over 800 are raising sows and litters. 
These 2,400 club members are exert­ 
ing a powerful influence in the im­ 
provement of tile swine of the state. 
This influence is bound*to continue 


“After a pen of breeders has been 
selected the management problem be­ 
comes one of how to produce fertile, 
hatchable eggs,” says L. E. Card, head 
of the poultry division at the Univer­ 
sity of Illinois. The principles are the 
same, whether 15 eggs or 15,000 eggs 
are to be set at one time. 
Profitable 
egg production demands that pullets* be 
batched early In the spring—many 
weeks iii advance of the normal and 
natural breeding season. 
This alone 
makes the problem a difficult one. Con­ 
ditions under the control of the feeder 
must he made so like those of the nat­ 
ural breeding season that the hens will 
respond by laying eggs that will hatch. 
It Is perhaps obvious that the breed­ 
ers must be in good physical condi­ 
tion. 
This means good flesh, without 
an excessive surplus of fat in any part 
of the body. Hens or pullets that have 
been fed for eggs all through the win­ 
ter are frequently in a more or less 
rundown condition by spring, so that 
their eggs, even though fertile, have 
not the power to hatch. High fertility 
means little if hatchability runs low. 
If it is assumed that the breeders have 
not been forced for eggs during the 
winter months and are in good flesh 
they may he given an ordinary laying 
ration of scratch feed and dry mush, 
with particular attention to the follow­ 
ing things in addition: 
1. Exercise. All scratch grain should 
be fed in litter to promote exercise and 
a good circulation. 
2. Outdoor range. It* will be better 
for the breeders, from the standpoint 
of hatchability, if they are allowed to 
with even a more potent effect, as

942 or 64 per cent are reported as hav­ 
ing completed the work of the project 
and filed a final .cport. 
The enroll­ 
ment for both boys’ and girls’ clubs 
on all the projects was 5,453, of these 
2,928 or 62 per cent reported, not in­ 
cluding the strawberry project, which 
will report in 1923. 
In the clothing project 1,250 girls 
were enrolled and 776 reported 3,585 
garments made and 1.621 garments 
mended. 
In canning 198 girls w*ere 
enrolled and 150 reported 9,624 quarts 
of products canned and 2,350 glasses 
of jellies, jams, etc., made. 
In bread, 
the 16 girls enrolled reported 670 
loaves of yeast bread, 113% dozen 


quick breads, 661 meals prepared, 84 
cakes, 52% dozen cookies and 86 other 
products. 
Tile production in clothing 
is about the same as in former years, 
but the average per membe* for can­ 
ning and biead is very much larger 
than ever before. 
This year gave a total of 103 girls’ 
clubs organized of which 86 were 
Standard and 53 Standard Achieve­ 
ment clubs. 
There were more team 
demonstrations and a higher per cent 
of exhibits made than in any previous 
year. All of these factors indicate an 
improvement in the quality of club 
work conducted.

Fools’ Day both fall 
on April I this year. 
This is hound to hap­ 
pen every now and 
then because of tile 
fact that All Fools’ 
Day always falls on 
April I, while Easter 
hobs around on the 
calendar anywhere be­ 
tween March 22 and April 25. 
At first the Christian Easter syn­ 
chronized exactly with the Jewish 
Passover. 
This was rejected in the 
Western Church on the ground that 
the resum ption took place on the 
first day of the week after the Pass- 
over and should therefore be com­ 
memorated on Sunday. 
After much 
controversy the particular Sunday was 
definitely fixed in the Sixth century 
to be tlie Sunday between the fifteenth 
and twenty-first days of the moon in 
the first month of the Jewish lunar 
year, the computation to he made ac­ 
cording to the tables of Vlctorius of 
Aquitaine which were introduced in 
475 A. D. 
Followed another century 
of controversy. 
Then the m atter of 
the date of Easter was finally dis­ 
posed of at the synod held at Whitby, 
England, in 1664. After this date the 
clergy of the British Isles conformed 
to tile general practice of the West­ 
ern Church. 
So now both Protestant and Roman 
Catholic churches observe Easter on 
the first Sunday after the full moon 
on or next after March 21. 
Thus 
Easter cannot fall earlier than March 
22 or later than April 25. 
Easter seldom comes as early as 
March 22. 
In fact It was away hack 
in 1818, more than a century ago, that 
Easter last fell on this early date. 
The nearest approach was March 23 
in 1856 and 1913. 
Between now and 
1950 its earliest date will be March 
24 In 1940. 
Thus Easter may fall more than a 
whole month later some years than 
other years. 
For example, It fell on 
April 25, the latest possible date, In 
1886. It will fall on the same date In 
1943. 
It fell on April 24 in 1859 and 
on April 23 in 1905 and 1916. 
Faster and All Fools’ Day only oc­ 
casionally fall on the same date. They 
coincide in the century 1850-1950, hut 
six times—1866, 1877, 18S3, 1923 1934 
1945.

states like Texas and Missouri and 
Kansas bend all their energies to have 
their turkeys ready for the market at 
the psychological moment. 
And when everybody wants turkey 
the general public eats 
less 
meat. 
Hence the butchers and market men 
have to keep a watchful eye open. 
Now, as everyone knows, Easter is 
preceded by the Lenten season of 46 
days. 
During Lent 
the American 
people eat less m t(trthan usual and 
more fish and oysters and more eggs. 
So it makes a lot of difference to a 
lot of producers whether Lent begins 
in February or in March. 
Then there’s the climax of the de­ 
mand for eggs at Easter. Besides, the 
demand for baby chicks is so great at 
Easter for advertising, display and 
gift purposes that many Incubators 
tlie country over have to set their 
hatchings with Easter Day in mind. 
In short, it seems a truism that 
holidays, whether of festivity or fast­ 
ing, patriotism or prayer, are reflected 
in the busy marts of the country. And 
one of tile most far-reaching in influ­ 
ence is Easter, with its month-long 
variation in dates. 
Easter is the principal festival of 
the Christian church, commemorating 
the resurrection of Jesus Christ from 
the dead. 
Nevertheless, Easter has an origin 
far antedating the resurrection of 
Christ—one that goes back to the 
early days of man. 
Easter’s original significance was 
the celebration at or near the vernal 
equinox of the beginning of a new 
year. 
It celebrated the end of win­ 
ter and the approach of spring—the 
coming of light and heat—and life. 
At Rome the sacred fire in the tem­ 
ple of the Vestal Virgins was kindled 
anew on March I, which was the be­ 
ginning of the new year. 
A corre­ 
sponding ceremony is still common in 
various parts of Europe. Bonfires are 
lighted from a flame originated by 
the 
priests on 
Easter 
eve. 
These 
fires are kindled every year on the 
same hill, which usually is given the 
name of “Easter Mountain.” The sig­ 
nificance is this: As fur as the light 
of the bonfire reaches the fields will 
be fruitful and the houses safe from 
fire and disease. As the flames die 
down, men, women and children leap 
through them as a protection against 
disease. 
When 
Christianity 
came 
to 
the 
front It adopted the pagan holiday of 
Easter. It explained that the extinc­ 
tion of the old-year fires on Easter 
eve symbolized the darkness of Cal­ 


vary and of the grave. 
The lighting 
of the new fires symbolized the resur­ 
rection. 
It 
seems 
incongruous, 
at 
first j 
thought, 
that Easter—the principal 
festival of the Christian church—and 
All Fools’ Day—a day of practical 
jokes and horseplay—should fall on 
the same day—and on Sunday at that. 
On second thought, however, there 
is nothing Incongruous about It, ex­ 
cepting the fact that All Fools’ Day 
should fall on Sunday—and that is the 
fault of our fearful and wonderful 
calendar. 
Both Easter and All Fools’ Day had 
their origin, away back In the begin­ 
nings of the race, in delight at the 
approach of spring. It may be easily 
understood that the winter was 
a 
hard season for many of the primeval 
peoples 
and 
that 
the 
increasing 
warmth of the sun and the springing 
up of vegetable life meant literally 
a 
renewal 
of life. 
So the vernal 
equinox '’elebration of primeval peo­ 
ples was largely expressed in actions 
of exuberant Joy. 
Even after the coming o' Christian­ 
ity Easter was celebrated with games, 
songs, dances and dramatic shows. In 
the Middle Ages It was the custom at 
Easter for the people to listen to 
amusing tales from the pulpits of the 
churches. Special cakes were baked— 
our modern equivalents are hot-cross 
buns and 
simnel cakes. 
Brightly- 
painted eggs were presented to friends. 
So there was originally little dif­ 
ference in the celebration of the two 
days. In fact, the modern celebration 
of All Fools’ Day Is probably a sur­ 
vival of the less serious features of 
Easter day. 
Anyway, All Fool’s Day is apparent­ 
ly just as old as Easter. 
The Scotch 
call the victim of an All Fools’ Day 
joke a “gowk” or “cuckoo.” 
The 
French name for him Is “un pofsson 
d’Avril”—April fish. The Romans cel­ 
ebrated the Feast of Fools on Febru­ 
ary 17. 
The Hindus have their Hull 
festival on March 31. 
So it is likely that the popular cele­ 
bration In tills country of “April Fool 
Day” is the survival of some pagan 
festival of the ancient world largely 
devoted to horse play and the playing 
of jokes in sheer exuberance of spirit 
because of the coming of spring. 
The pictures show three phases of 
the celebration of April I, 1923. One 
shows a crowd of worshipers going 
into St. Thomas’ church on Fifth ave­ 
nue, New York city. 
Another shows 
a survival of prehistoric days—the 
egg-rolling on the White House lawn 
by children on Easter Monday. The 
third suggests the pranks of All Fools’ 
Day.
